He says the Hgyptians lost 313 
planes, including 34 helicopters, and 
183 pilots. Of the planes, 17 were 
destroyed on the ground, 29 were 
shot down by anti-aircraft fire and 
267 In air combat. The Syrians lost 
231 planes, including 13 helicopters 
— 186 in air battles, 23 on ‘the 
ground and 22 to anti-alrcraft fire.

Commenting on Mr. Miller's 
letter, the editors of the “Armed 
Forces Journal” stick to their own 
figures on air losses in the Yom 
Kippur War.

Pub bombings leave 


five dead in England 


GUILDFORD, England. — Scotland 
Yard detectives yesterday combed 
the wre of two pubs here 
blasted by bombings on Saturday 
which left five persons dead and 
scores of others maimed and in- 
jured. 

A police spokesman sald late 
yesterday the final toll from the 
explosions was five killed, including 
two teenage girls in the Women's 
Royal Army Corps (WRAC) and 
at least 65 injured. He said a na- 
tionwide manhunt had been Jaunched 
for IRA members suspected of be- 
ing responsible for the bombings. 

Most of the casualties were 
caused when the first bomb went 
off in the crowded Horse and Groom 
Pub in Guildford, a town of 58,000 
which lies on the fringe of one of 
Britain's biggest complexes of army 
installations and bases. The town's 
pubs are riormally crowed with off- 
duty personnel on Saturday nights. 

Eyewitnesses told of mangled 
victims blown out of the Horse and 
Groom into the street, The road 
outside was a mangle of rubble, 
glass and bioodstains. 

James Gowan, 15, tolkd a news- 
man: “There was a girl there with 
half her face blown off. Two dead 


people were brought out covered in 
blue tarpaulins. Another woman 
looked as though her legs had been 
Tipped off.” 
While police and firemen picked 
the wreckage on Saturday 
to aid the victims, a second blast 
ripped through the Seven Stars pub 
100 metres away in this country 
town 45 km. south of London. 
Casualties there were lighter be- 
cause the manager had cleared his 
bar on hearing the first blast. 


Prime Minister Harold Wilson 
eabled the mayor of Guildford call- 
ing the bombings an “outrageous 
terrorist attack.” 

The bombings followed the pattern 
of previous explosions blamed on 
the DRA. They came three days 
after ‘the start of the trial of Ju- 
dith Theresa Ward, 25, on charges 
of murdering 12 persons in the TRA 
bombing of an army bus in Feb- 
ruary. The trial is taking place 
under unprecedented security at 
Wakefield, 290 km. north of London. 

A car-bomb Dlast in February, 
1972 killed seven persons in the 
ciicers’ mess at Aldershot Army 
Camp, also in the Guildford area.

Dynamite ship 


blasted off 
Channel isle 


GUERNSEY, Channel Island (UPI) 
— A French naval escort © vexsel 
yesterday successfully sank ἃ drift- 
Ing. abandoned cargo ship laden 
with dynamite after French air 
strikes had falled Saturday night. 

The escort vessel came up to the 
edge of a security ring around the 
Cyprus-registered freighter, Amersee 
and fired an artillery shell scoring 
a hit and setting off the 150 tons 
of dynamite in the ship's hold. 

The ship sank to the bottom of 
the English Channel where, when 
floating, it had posed a hazard to 
shipping, port authorities sald. 

Saturday at dusk, French navy 
fighter planes had flown two mis- 
sions in which they fired misalles 
at the fire-eravaged ship, but they 
falled to hit their target. Explain- 
ing the failure, navy spokesman 
said the 450-ton ship was too small 
and that the rockets had to be 
fired from too far away because 
of security measures, 

The Amersee’s crewmen were 
rescued shortly after thelr ship 
caught fire late Friday 45 miles 
west of Guernsey and 33 miles off 
France's northern coast. 

The boat had left with its cargo 
of dynamite from the Atlantic coast. 
port of Bordeaux, French maritime 
officials said yesterday. It was sup- 
posed to have headed for the Per- 
slan gulf, but instead sailed north 
to the mouth of the channel. Its 
eaptain on Friday gave harbour 
authorities in Brest, northwestern 
France, ἃ fire alert, but was re- 
fused permission to enter the port 
with his explosive cargo.
